Duck deaths tripled

The amount of ducks that 
died in a toxic tailings pond 
last April is three times 
higher than originally 
thought, said oilsands 
giant Syncrude Canada. 

Syncrude CEO Tom Kati¬ 
nas says 1,606 ducks died in 
the pond at the company’s 
Aurora North Site mine fa¬ 
cility north of Fort McMur- 
ray. Original estimates by 
the company and the gov¬ 
ernment pegged the dead- 
duclc toll at 500, and Kati¬ 
nas said staff could not keep 
track of the number of 
birds “that fell below the

water line” soon after the 
incident. 

“Once again, I want to 
apologize for this terrible 
and sad event that hap¬ 
pened on our site,” said 
Katinas after revealing the 
new number to reporters. 

“ft is a stain on the good 
reputation that Syncrude 
has earned over its many 
years of good operations. 
It’s been particularly sad 
and embarrassing for me 
personally, for employees 


of Syncrude, and all of its 
stakeholders.” 

Katinas said there were 
also challenges by staff to 
track down smaller birds 
that fell into the pond dur¬ 
ing the original count, but 
later found more ducks 
through a “rigorous recov¬ 
ery process” after the event. 

“There needs to be trans¬ 
parency in the whole indus¬ 
try,” said Mike Hudema, a 
campaigner with Green¬ 
peace. 

“ft took over a year to get 
a whole count in terms of 
how many birds have died 
within these toxic tailings 
lakes. This underscores just 
how toxic the tarsands in¬ 
dustry is.” 


Syncrude is facing federal 
and provincial charges over 
the incident for failing to 
store a hazardous substance 
in a manner that ensured 
the substance did not come 
into contact with or con¬ 
taminate animals. 

The company is expected 
to make an appearance in 
court on the charges June 
10, and it has yet to enter a 
plea. 

Syncrude says it has al¬ 
ready begun placing deter¬ 
rents on unfrozen ponds 
year round, along with 
lacking off a pilot project 
radar system to study mi¬ 
gration patterns to prevent 
ducks from landing in the 
pond.

Former 
mayor 
Dent 
dies at 85

Alzheimer’s Former 
Edmonton mayor Ivor 
Dent, a city politician who 
helped bring in the Com¬ 
monwealth Games and 
LRT services to Alberta’s 
capital city, died Sunday 
after a long battle with 
Alzheimer’s. He was 85. 

“He was a great friend, a 
great mentor, and a great 
mayor that I served 
under,” said longtime city 
councillor Ron Hayter. 

“He was very 
progressive and had a 
vision for the future that 
helped this city move 
along.” 

Dent was born in Prince 
Albert, Sasic., in 1924, and 
he later moved to Edmon¬ 
ton with his wife to 
pursue a Master of Admin¬ 
istration degree from the 
University of Alberta. 

After unsuccessfully fry¬ 
ing to run for office at city 
hall and the Alberta legis¬ 
lature since the mid- 
1950s, Dent was elected as 
city alderman in 1964. 

Dent was also successful 
in running for mayor in 
1968, but lost in the 1974 
election to former mayor 
William Hawrelalc.

City's accessible playground 
guide goes nationwide

Edmonton is hoping to 
show no child is forgotten 
on the city’s playgrounds. 

The city is encouraging 
communities across Cana¬ 
da to make outdoor play 
easier for children with 
disabilities by unveiling a 
new guidebook that will 
make it easier for groups 
to build accessible play¬ 
grounds. 

The guidebook, present¬ 
ed yesterday by policy and 
research officer Kim 
Sanderson, includes 
clear language and 
images to explain 
the standards for ac¬ 
cessible playgrounds 
in Canada. 

“Edmonton is the 
first Canadian city to 
establish policy to Kim 
make sure all new Sanderson 
and retrofitted play- 
spaces are accessible,” 
Sanderson said. “Building 
accessible playgrounds 
means all kids are given 
the chance to reach their 
potential, and have fun 
just being kids.” 

The Canadian Standards 
Association approved the 
Accessible Playspaces De¬ 
sign Standard in May 2007, 
but the standard only 
serves as a guideline for 
playgrounds across the 
country. Since Edmonton 
made the standard policy, 
new playgrounds in each 
corner of the city have 
been built to incorporate 
the needs of children with 
disabilities. 

“Every new play space (in 


Edmonton) meets that 
standard,” Sanderson said. 
“We construct 20 to 25 
sites a year and when you 
think that each site lasts 
about 15 or 20 years, that’s 
a significant impact.” 

Along with the guide¬ 
book, the city also featured 
the All Abilities Welcome 
tool kit, created by the Ac¬ 
tive Living Alliance for 
Canadians with a Disabili¬ 
ty. Canadian Paralympic 
athlete Jason Dunlcerley 
promoted the kit, which 
includes strategies to cre¬ 
ate more inclusive recre¬ 
ation programs in 
community organi¬ 
zations. 

“I think break¬ 
throughs are hap¬ 
pening all the time 
... through bringing 
recreation organiza¬ 
tions and people 
with disabilities in 
communities to¬ 
gether,” Dunlcerley 


said. 

The cost to build an ac¬ 
cessible playground consis¬ 
tent with CSA guidelines is 
estimated to be 10 to 15 
per cent higher than a con¬ 
ventional playground. 
Sanderson said most of 
that cost is allotted to 
resurfacing the site with 
rubberized material in¬ 
stead of sand to allow 
wheelchair access. 

The standard also sug¬ 
gests specific ramp meas¬ 
urements and swing 
heights to allow children 
to use the playground 
equipment without assis¬ 
tance. The guidebook for 
the standard can be viewed 
at www.ala.ca.

The new material, which 
is chemically treated to re¬ 
sist water, is significantly 
more expensive than cold 
mix, but Cepas said costs 
will likely stay in the same 
range because crews will 
only be filling holes once. 

Cepas said the material 
will likely be on trial for 
the next year before the 
city makes a decision.

CSIS admits to using 
torture-obtained info 


In stunning testimony that 
flatly contradicts stated 
Conservative government 
policy, a senior CSIS 
official admitted the spy 
agency still uses informa¬ 
tion that may have been 
obtained by torture in na¬ 
tional security 
investigations “if lives are 
at stake.” 

Geoffrey O’Brian, a 
lawyer and CSIS adviser on

rights records on torture.

Gitmo 'relaxing': Miss Universe 


Cuba A “relaxing, calm, 
beautiful place” may not be 
everyone’s description of 
Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, 
where the United States 
holds about 240 prisoners 
in a detention centre that 
has drawn condemnation 
from around the world. 

But this was the opinion 
of reigning Miss Universe 
Dayana Mendoza of 
Venezuela, who visited the 
U.S. naval facility in 
eastern Cuba this 
month on a trip or¬ 
ganized by the Unit¬ 
ed Service Organiza¬ 
tions (USO) which 
supports U.S. 

troops. 

The Guantanamo 
Bay base, whose 
presence Cuba’s 
government 
has contested 
as illegal for 
years, is used 
by U.S. authori¬ 
ties as a prison 
camp for for¬ 


eign terrorism suspects. 
Critics have condemned it 
as a symbol of abuses in 
Washington’s war on ter¬ 
rorism launched after the 
Sept. 11, 2001, attacks. 

Caracas-born Mendoza, 
22 , who visited the facility 
March 20 to 25 along with 
Miss USA Ciystle Stewart, 
27, enthused about her 
Guantanamo trip as an “in¬ 
credible experience” in a 
blog entry posted on the 
Miss Universe website. 
“It was a loooot of 
fun!,” Mendoza 
wrote, describing 
how she and Stew¬ 
art met U.S. mili- 
taiy personnel 
and took rides 
around the 
camp, which 
is encircled 
by a barbed- 
wire fenced, 
minefields 
and watch- 
towers.

Big payout to GM 
CEO sparks outrage 

So, Rick Wagoner, the sud¬ 
denly retired CEO of Gen¬ 
eral Motors Corp., drives 
off into the sunset with a 
pension package worth 
an estimated $23 million 
U.S. But given the brutal 
shape in which he leaves 
the beaten up behemoth, 
does he deserve it? 

Observers say it’s posi¬ 
tively galling to watch the 
top executive walk away 
from a company teetering 
on the brink of bankruptcy 
with a fat payout. 

“It’s unconscionable,” 
said Ken Lewenza, presi¬ 
dent of the Canadian Auto 


Workers union. 

“During these times, it is 
morally and ethically 
wrong to hand out 
this kind of package. 

It should be tied to 
the performance of 
the company.” 

CAW secretaiy- 
treasurer Jim O’Neill 
agreed that “it’s just 
not right, and peo¬ 
ple don’t under¬ 
stand it when work¬ 
ers are losing their jobs, 
and yet, he failed to bring 
the company back to recov- 
eiy. 

“It’s a great golden hand¬ 


shake, but he’s not going to 
get a lot of support for it in 
these times,” he added. 

“Not only are the 
optics not good, 
they’re awful,” said 
Rick Powers, execu¬ 
tive director of MBA 
programs at the Rot- 
man School of Man¬ 
agement. 

GM and Chrysler 
have received $17.4 
billion in publicly 
funded emergency loans 
south of the border to 
prop up the ailing compa¬ 
nies.

Satellite industry 
remains strong 

space The U.S. economy is 
in recession, but the satel¬ 
lite industiy’s prospects 
are still flying high — at 
least for now, military offi¬ 
cials and industiy 
executives said yesterday. 

A report released by the 
Space Foundation at its an¬ 
nual symposium here 
showed that the space in¬ 
dustiy boosted revenues 
by $6 billion (all figures 
US) to $257 billion in 2008, 
up from $187 billion three 
years ago. 

The full impact of the 
economic slowdown 
might not hit the space 
sector until later in 2009 
or 2010, due to the 
existing pipeline of satel¬ 
lite and launch orders, the 
report said. 

Expanding interest in 
space by a growing num¬ 
ber of governments could 
boost spending on space 
programs and provide 
some counterbalance to 
the grim economy.

Aura top-notch contender

With the days of super¬ 
cheap gas long behind us, 
the four-cylinder engine is 
rapidly becoming “king of 
the road.” Many of them 
are now as quiet and pow¬ 
erful as V6 engines used to 
be, and they’re showing 
up in more models than 
ever. 

Saturn has responded 
with the midsize Aura 
sedan. The 2.4-litre four- 
cylinder previously found 
only in the base XE model 
is now also available in the 
upper-line XR trim. GM 
further streamlines the 
model by dropping one of 
the two V6 engines offered 
for 2008; for 2009, there’s 
only a 3.6-litre V6, solely in 
XR trim. The 2.4-litre also 
shows up in the Aura Hy¬ 
brid, a “mild” version that 
shuts off at idle, but can’t 
run on its battery alone. 

Mated exclusively to a 
six-speed automatic — sis¬ 
ter car Chevrolet Malibu 


uses a four-speed in its 
base trim — the 2.4-litre 
Aura gets better overall fu¬ 
el economy than any of its 
non-hybrid, auto-equipped 
midsize sedan competi¬ 
tors. Official figures are 9.4 
L/100 1cm in the city and 
5.9 on the highway; in 
combined cold-weather 
driving, I averaged 8.9 
L/100 1cm. 


Pricing starts at $23,728 
for the XE, while the XR-4 
starts at $26,395. Features 
on the upper line include 
auto-dimming mirrors, 17- 
inch alloy wheels, heated 
cloth seats (optioned to 
leather on my car, and 
which took forever to 
warm up on my tester) 
with power adjustment, re¬ 
mote start, Bluetooth and 


satellite radio. It’s another 
$4,111 to the V6 model, 
which also adds 18-inch 
wheels, leather upholstery 
and automatic climate con¬ 
trol. Electronic stability 
control, six airbags and 
OnStar are standard on all 
models. 

Drive-wise, I’ve always 
been partial to Aura/Malibu. 
It isn’t that anything really

stands out, but it’s a cohe¬ 
sive package that does what 
it’s meant to do, and does it 
very well. The 169-horse- 
power four has enough guts 
to get through traffic; the 
interior is roomy; the seats 
are supportive; the suspen¬ 
sion takes care of nasty road 
imperfections; and fit-and- 
finish stands up easily to its 
rivals. 

Overall, controls are sim¬ 
ple and easy to use, save for 
a fiddly power mirror 
switch that isn’t backlit at 
night. 

It’s a crowded market,

The name Provence might 
trigger visions of lavender 
fields, gentle games of pe- 
tanque and cafe terraces 
where men drink aniseed 
liquor and play cards. But 
the town of Aix, nestled in 
a valley some 30 kilomet¬ 
res from the city of Mars¬ 
eilles, not only offers up 
picturesque landscapes; it 
also oozes glamour. 

Bursting with culture, 
history, wonderful mar¬ 
kets, fabulous boutiques 
and glamorous people — 
women religiously wear 
six-inch heels, even when 
grocery shopping — Aix 
ticks every box when it 
comes to reasons for visit¬ 
ing the South of France. 

No wonder the town at¬ 
tracted cultural stars in¬ 
cluding author Emile Zola 
and painter Paul Cezanne, 
and more recently, iconic 
French big-screen stars 
Alain Delon and Brigitte 
Bardot. 

No visit to Aix is com¬ 
plete without an up-and- 
down tour of the Cours 
Mirabeau, a long sidewalk 
studded with brasseries,

down on the heated ter¬ 
race of this friendly cafe 
situated halfway down the 
hustle and bustle of the 
Cours and you’ll get a 
snapshot of true Aix life. 
From young university stu¬ 
dents sipping bitter black 
coffee to the true bour¬ 
geois Aixois grazing on 
their three-course lunches, 
this is the place to see and 
be seen. 

Stroll down to the end of 
the Cours to Place de la Ro- 
tonde, where the fountain- 
turned-roundabout marks 
the original entrance into 
the town. 

The fountain is made up 


of three mesmerizing mer¬ 
maids, each one represent¬ 
ing a different aspect of 
the town — Justice, Com¬ 
merce and Agriculture, 
and Fine Arts. 

An entire day should be 
dedicated to exploring the 
town’s street markets. 
Stock up on local products 
including honey, lavender 


and fresh fruit on Place de 
La Madeleine where the lo¬ 
cal produce market stalls 
open daily from 8 a.m. to 1 
p.m.

Monsters vs Aliens 
signals 3-D success 


DreamWorks Animation 
SKG’s strong $59-3 million 
US opening weekend for 
3 -D movie Monsters vs. 
Aliens signals that 
Hollywood's greater 
reliance on the third 
dimension is popular with 
audiences. 

Going into the movie’s 
Friday opening, Hollywood 
was watching to see how 
commercially viable 3-D 
had become for big-budget 
films like the animated 
Monsters vs. Aliens. 

The movie set an open¬ 
ing weekend record with 
more than $33 million on 
3-D screens, and its total 
take of $59.3 million in the 
United States and Canada, 
including traditional 2-D 
theaters, was at the high 
end of analysts’ forecasts. 

As a result, DreamWorks 
Animation Chief Executive 
Officer Jeffrey Katzenberg, 
one of the industry’s 
biggest 3-D cheerleaders, 
said Hollywood is paying 
attention. 

“I think this is the begin¬ 
ning of an era and I think 
we’re going to see a lot of 
veiy exciting films and 
filmmakers working using 
this new technique,” 
Katzenberg told Reuters. 

While 3-D movies with 
comparatively smaller 


budgets have performed 
well in recent months, 
Monsters vs. Aliens cost 
more than $165 million. 
The last 3-D Hollywood 
film to approach that 
budget was the dog tale 
Bolt, which has earned 
about $290 million world¬ 
wide since late November. 

Monsters vs. Aliens, in 
which Reese Witherspoon 
voices a 50-foot-tall news¬ 
caster recruited to help 
battle an alien invasion, 
played on 2,080 3-D 

screens in North America, 
making use of nearly eveiy 
available screen equipped 
with the technology. About 
40 3-D films are scheduled 
to play in theaters in the 
next three years. 

“My hope is that within 
the next 18 month in 
North America we'll get to 
7,000 or 8,000 (3-D) 

screens, which is what we 
need to be able to accom¬ 
modate two wide releases 
at the same time,” said 
Katzenberg, whose studio 
will release all future 
movies in 3-D. Analysts say 
Monsters vs. Aliens could 
have done better at the 
box office had the credit 
crunch not hampered the 
rollout of expensive digital 
equipment needed to 
screen 3-D movies, reuters

With Fast & Furious about 
to speed into theatres this 
Friday, the latest 
installment of the success¬ 
ful hotrod film franchise is 
sure to be raising 
testosterone levels across 
North America. 

But did you know the 
combination of cars and 
cinema arguably has a con¬ 
nection to Canada’s first fe¬ 
male filmmaker? 

While University of 
Toronto cinema studies 
professor Bart Testa would 
surely stop short of direct¬ 
ly linking early pioneer 
Nell Shipman to Fast & Fu¬ 
rious, he does point out 
the early 20th century 
artist did play a role. 

“(Shipman) made a film 
in which she spent the en¬ 
tire film in an automobile 
rescuing her boyfriend and 
so the film was a kind of 
car chase movie,” says Tes¬ 
ta, adding that Shipman 
may have another associa¬ 
tion to Fast & Furious. “I 
understand she actually 
wrecked three cars making 
the film.” 

There are certainly other 
early examples that are 
more obvious influences to 
the modern use of cars in 
cinema, the original Fast 
and the Furious (1955) be¬ 
ing the most indisputable. 
But one cannot overlook 
the importance of such 
gems as Bullitt, the origi¬ 
nal Gone in 60 Seconds 
and even 1971’s Vanishing 
Point. 


“When you get to 
(2001’s) The Fast and the 
Furious ... they’re pretty 
consciously going back to 
that,” says Testa. “Now 
they’ve souped it up be¬ 
cause they have special ef¬ 
fects and the technology of 
the automobile has ex¬ 
panded — you can do a lot 
more with cars.” 

Although producers of 
Fast & Furious may be 


“souping” up for a big box- 
office take, the automobile 
industiy has been tighten¬ 
ing its means in a strug¬ 
gling economy. 

With automakers 

around the globe laying off 
employees and moth¬ 
balling their struggling 
product, it ponders one to 
consider if the car’s golden 
days in the cinema aren’t 
nearing an end as well.

“I think the car films 
that we’re seeing now, the 
cars have already moved 
into the realm of fantasy- 
after-its-death,” says Testa. 
“One of the things that the 
Fast and the Furious is 
about is that, despite the 
thuggish manner of Vin 
Diesel and his buddies in 
these films, there’s some 
suggestion that they’re 
conceptual artists — that 
the car is already into the 
realm of art and less the 
realm of necessity, practi¬ 
cality and the rest of that.”

Designer ‘beaten down’

Twice was not as nice for 
designer Genevieve 
Graham as she got elimi¬ 
nated for a second time 
on last night’s episode of 
Project Runway Canada. 

The confident and frank 
Vancouver designer had 
previously been eliminat¬ 
ed but got a second chance 
when the show brought 
her and Hamilton designer 
Jason Meyers back last 
week. 

This time, designers had 
to create a tailored busi¬ 
ness suit for a female exec¬ 
utive, with a mid-episode 
twist: Two hours from the 
runway show, designers 
were given another after¬ 
noon to create a set of lin¬ 
gerie to be worn under the 
suit. 

Most designers got laud¬ 
ed for their lingerie de¬ 
signs but had varying lev¬ 
els of success with their 
business suits. 

Graham struggled with 
the constraints of business 
attire and guest judge 
David Dixon called her 
chocolate-brown power 


suit “frumpy,” getting her 
sent home again. 

Graham is happy she got 
a chance to show more of 
her unique design style on 
the show and hopes people 
will appreciate her against- 
the-grain fashion cre¬ 
ations. 

“I got another chance to 
show my work. I had a 
very different look from 
everyone else, a little less 
on the commercial side. I 
think being the black 
sheep will work out for the 
better,” she said. 

Graham weathered her 
first elimination with a 
shrug and her trademark 
confidence. This time 


around the usually stoic 
designer fought back tears 
and looked more affected. 
She says being so close to 
the prize, especially for a 
second time, made getting 
cut that much tougher. 

“Leaving and coming 
back, that was a bit more 
emotional for me. I was 
getting closer to the end 
and I was feeling a little 
beaten down,” Graham 
said. 

Despite getting heaved a 
second time from the com¬ 
petition, Graham says the 
experience hasn’t shat¬ 
tered her confidence at all. 

“I still think I was one of 
the strongest designers on 


the show. Every piece I do 
is individual and one-of-a- 
kind and I am extremely 
confident in my work,” she 
said. 

Graham admits her 
choice of thick fabric in 
the business suit chal¬ 
lenge, which made the suit 
seem heavy and unwieldy, 
wasn’t ideal. 

“A different fabric would 
have been better for sure,” 
she said. 

The judges frequently 
harped on Graham for hav¬ 
ing similar draped designs 
in all her clothing but the 
31-year-old designer thinks 
they pigeonholed her too 
quickly and failed to appre¬ 
ciate the signature look 
she was going for with all 
her designs. 

“I felt that when I did try 
to break out a little more 
(the judges) didn’t ac¬ 
knowledge it. I don’t think 
they really understood my 
brand,” Graham said.

Armstrong said in a

statement that Green Day 
has “been thinking of 
bringing American Idiot to 
the stage but knew we 
needed to find the right 
partners ... We were so im¬ 
pressed with (Spring Awak¬ 
ening) as well as (Mayer’s) 
vision for American Idiot 
that we knew we’d found 
the perfect collaborator.” 
Having the musical staged 
by the Berkeley Rep, Arm¬ 
strong noted, “was an obvi¬ 
ous bonus.” 

The musical will make 
an already busy 2009 even 
more so for Green Day. Its 
long-awaited follow-up to 
American Idiot, another 
concept album called 21st 
Century Breakdown, will 
be released on May 15. 
Green Day is expected to 
start a North American 
tour supporting the album 
in July.

Citrus-Grilled 
California Chicken 
with Melon Sauce 

INGREDIENTS: 

4 skinless, boneless chick¬ 
en breast halves 
Salt to taste 

1/2 tsp (2 ml) black pepper 
1 jalapeno pepper 
6 tbsp (90 ml) fresh lime 
juice, divided 

1 garlic clove, minced 

2 tsp (10 ml) light soy sauce 

SALSA: 

1 large cucumber 

1 small cantaloupe, cut in¬ 
to 1-in. (2.5-cm) cubes 

1/2 basket of cherry toma¬ 
toes, halved 

2 tbsp (25 ml) thinly sliced 
fresh basil 

6 cups (1.5 1) mesclun 
leaves, for serving 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat grill or broiler to 
medium. Sprinkle chicken 
on both sides with salt and 
black pepper. Devein and 
seed jalapeno pepper, then 
mince. In pie plate, mix 2 
tbsp (25 ml) lime juice, gar¬ 
lic, soy sauce and 1 tsp (5 
ml) jalapeno. Add chicken 
and turn to coat. Marinate 


at room temperature while 
preparing salsa. 

2. Halve cucumber length¬ 
wise and remove seeds. 
Place cucumber cut-side 
down on board and thinly 
slice.
